Offices are not always 
working at 100 percent 
during March Madness

The NCAA tournament tipped off Tuesday 
with two play-in games, meaning employers 
across the country should brace themselves 
for a week of reduced productivity 

Challenger, Gray & Christmas, a Chicago- 
based global outplacement firm, estimates 
companies stand to lose about $1.2 billion 
for every unproductive work hour during the 


tournament’s first week. 

“The impact on productivity comes from 
several directions. You have employees talk- 
ing about which teams made or didn’t make 
the tournament. You have other workers set- 
ting up and managing office pools,” John A. 
Challenger, the firm’s chief executive officer, 
said in a statement. “Of course, there are the 
office pool participants, some of whom might 
take five minutes to fill out a bracket, while 
others spend several hours researching teams, 
analyzing statistics and completing multiple 
brackets.” 

The company based its estimate on a 2009 


survey that suggested 50 million people par- 
ticipate in office pools every year in the Unit- 
ed States. If each of those workers spends just 
one hour filling out their bracket or follow- 
ing a game online, it would cost companies 
$1.2 billion based on the average hourly earn- 
ings of $24.31 reported in the most recent 
employment report from the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 

Challenger, however, does not advocate a 
ban on workplace pools. To the contrary, he 
recommends offices cater lunch Thursday 
and Friday— when first-round action is taking 
place— to reduce the number of mysterious 


absences. He also suggests placing televisions 
around the office to discourage workers from 
streaming games at their desks and relaxing 
the dress code so employees can wear T-shirts 
and sweatshirts in support of their favorite 
teams. 

At the end of the day, it is unlikely that a 
few days of March Madness distraction will 
impact the company’s bottom line,” he said. 
“Taking a hard line on office pools and online 
streaming, on the other hand, could have a 
dramatic impact on the bottom line, if it leads 
to increased turnover or causes employees to 
become disengaged.”

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‘Lost* reunion reveals 
a handful of secrets 


The Wrap 

“Lost” held its i o -year reunion Sunday at Paley- 
Fest, where the creators and cast rehashed 
the show’s six seasons and shared memories 
and inside jokes— but held tight to the unex- 
plained mysteries of the iconic ABC drama. 

The panel was the fastest-selling ticket in 
PaleyFest history After opening with “Lost”- 
centric jokes, panel moderator Paul Scheer 
introduced Damon Lindelof and Carlton 
Cuse, the creator and head writer of the se- 
ries, respectively 

Joining Lindelof and Cuse on stage were 
Josh Holloway (Sawyer), Yunjin Kim (Sun), 
Jorge Garcia (Hurley), Ian Somerhalder 
(Boone), Maggie Grace (Shannon), Henry Ian 
Cusick (Desmond) and Malcolm David Kel- 
ley (Walt). Disappointingly to loyal fans of the 
series, pivotal characters Jack, Kate, Locke 
and Charlie— Matthew Fox, Evangeline Lilly, 
Terry O’Quinn and Dominic Monaghan— 
were not on-stage. 

Here are some of the best quotes and sto- 
ries shared at Sunday’s panel: 

» The creators still have teasers. “We debated 
whether or not we should show you the real 
finale,” Lindelof joked to the crowd. 

» “Lost” fans are crazy The cast recalled the 
time that O’Quinn was more or less kid- 
napped when he tried hitchhiking to his Ha- 
waii home— the fan instead took the actor 
back to her place to show John Locke off to 
her husband. 

» The castaways as we know them could have 
been very different. “There was no Sun in the 
‘Lost’ script, because there was no ‘Lost’ script,” 


Lindelof admitted to the adoring crowd, who 
hung on his every word the whole evening. 

» But he and Cuse liked Kim so much (par- 
tially after finding out how famous she was 
from the Korean version of “Titanic”) that 
they wrote the part for her. Kim originally had 
auditioned for the role of Kate. 

» Also, Garcia read for Sawyer— can you 
imagine that version of the show’s famous 
love triangle? 

» Perhaps they should have kept their actors 
more informed. The duo famously kept back- 
story info from their cast until it absolutely 
needed to be shared. 

» On not telling O’Quinn his character’s 
backstory: “That’d be pretty useful informa- 
tion,” Lindelof set up. “You know, you were in 
a ... wheelchair.” 

» Plans have changed. Lindelof and Cuse 
wanted to kill Jack (Fox) off in the pilot. They 
liked the idea of marketing the show around 
a character, having the actor do all the press, 
and then axing him immediately But, after all 
the marketing money was spent and the bill- 
boards were up, “somebody was like— is that 
really smart?” Cuse said. 

» No, the characters were not dead the whole 
time. The very final scene in “Lost” is an emp- 
ty plane on the beach. But that is not because 
the castaways were dead the whole time. The 
network chose to air some unused footage be- 
fore cutting directly to commercial— and the 
plane on the beach was all ABC had to use.

Much of “Lost in the Dream,” The War on 
Drugs’ third full-length studio album, took 
shape in the late-night hours when Adam 
Granduciel put rubber to the road. 

“I made a lot of decisions driving around 
at night in my van, which is the best way to 
listen to {the music},” said the 35-year-old 
singer/guitarist by phone from his home in 
Philadelphia. “I’d just listen to the songs and 
think about all the things in my life that were 
bothering me, like, ‘Man, when am I going to 
stop feeling so nervous all the time? When 
am I going to stop shaking?’ ” 

This stress, largely brought on by Gran- 
duciel’s desire to live up to the band’s 
celebrated 2011 album “Slave Ambient,” 
affected everything from the 
songwriting (note new tracks 
with titles like “Suffering” 
and “Under the Pressure”) to 
his own physical and mental 
well-being. In conversation, 
the musician sounded in high 
spirits and appears to be do- 
ing much better. 

Do your ears perk up every 
time you hear a politician say 
that it’s time we end the war 
on drugs? 

Yeah, totally It’s like a subver- 
sive advertising campaign. 

Have you ever gotten letters 
from irate parents suggest- 
ing you’re endorsing a devi- 
ant lifestyle? 

I guess the modern equiva- 
lent of that would be posts 
on the Facebook wall. It’s 
like, “C’mon, did you even 
look at the page?” It’s fine. I 
just delete them. But there’ll 
be people who write, “Come to Florida!” or 
“Come to Montreal!” And then it’s like, “End 
the child slavery laws! Drugs cause so much 
pain!” What? We’re just trying to have a good 
time over here on this page. 

How much of a challenge was it going into 
this record, knowing people would be pay- 
ing attention this time around? 

That was the biggest challenge. It was more 
about wanting to hold up my end of the 
bargain with our fans and people who latched 
onto the music earlier. There wasn’t really 
anything I felt pressuring me {from the out- 
side}. It was all internal. It was self-doubt, and 
not always trusting my instinct all the way 

It sounds like the making of this album really 
enacted a physical toll on you. 

Yeah, totally It depends how deep you want 
to get. I started seeing a therapist about eight 
months ago because it became a little unbear- 


able. I think a lot of the pressures manifested 
themselves as intensely as they did just 
because of the way I’d always viewed myself. 

I never thought I was good enough. I was 
in this position— the songwriter of a highly 
anticipated rock album— and it was not a 
personality I had grown up with. I felt totally 
overwhelmed without really knowing it. 

It seems like making this album was trans- 
formative for you. What do you think you 
learned about yourself throughout the 
process? 

I think I learned music actually is something 
I’m good at, and maybe I do have those 
instincts and I’m not just swinging blindly I 
think I also learned music is something that’s 
inside of me. I didn’t 
grow up in a musical 
family A lot of people 
who are great musicians 
are like, “Oh yeah, we all 
grew up singing bluegrass 
and we played music 
together every night.” 

I didn’t have that in my 
house. My dad owned a 
small clothing store and 
my mom was a teacher. I 
always wondered whether 
I was faking it, or if I 
really had a knack for 
songwriting. 

I know you and Kurt Vile 
are friends, and you both 
seem pretty laid-back, 
but is there anywhere 
you are highly competi- 
tive? Are you pingpong 
rivals? Or are you in the 
same fantasy football 
league? 

{Laughs.} The very 
thought of Kurt in a fantasy football league is 
hilarious to me. If I started playing pingpong 
with Kurt, I think he’d lose interest and 
be like, “I don’t playgames.” I have a great 
respect for him, and he’s one of my biggest 
musical influences. That time in my life 
where I met him, I think we were looking for 
each other. It was the most gratifying musical 
relationship I’ll probably ever have. I wish we 
had something we did together other than 
musical stuff. Tennis would be nice. I could 
see Kurt being a good tennis player. He’s 
quick. He’s got good balance. Obviously he 
has good hand-eye coordination. 

And you could both rock the headbands on 
the court. 

Exactly! Maybe we’ll submit me and Kurt as a 
doubles team at the U.S. Open or Wimbledon. 
You can put us up against the Williams sisters.
